PREFACE. 

This  little  work  originated  in  a  life  long  interest 
in  our  dear  ancestors  and  relatives,  in  a  desire  to 
preserve  from  oblivion  their  honorable  though  humble 
record,  and  to  know  more  of  their  various  branches 
and  affiliations,  of  their  history  and  callings,  and  of 
their  personal  traits  and  characters.  A  few  years, 
since  we  obtained  a  brief  outline  history  of  our 
maternal  ancestors  and  relatives,  when  the  purpose 
arose  of  obtaining  a  similar  paternal  history.  A  cor- 
respondence thus  begun  three  years  ago,  has  developed 
into  the  present  little  volume.  This  correspondence 
has  extended  to  the  leading  representatives  of  all  the 
branches  of  our  ancestors — perhaps  fifty  of  them — be- 
sides an  extensive  correspondence  with  many  others 
for  correlative  dates,  and  much  reading  for  historic 
facts. 

Most  of  our  cousins  and  friends  have  cordially 
interested  themselves  in  helping  forward  this  work, 
without  whose  assistance  we  could  not  have  succeeded, 
and  to  whom  we  take  this  occasion  of  expressing  our 
obligation  and  gratitude  for  their  help,  and  our 
pleasure  in  making  their  acquaintance.  As  a  result 
of  this  effort,  we  have  acquired  much  new  knowledge 
of  our  ancestors  and  relatives,  a  better  acquaintance 
with  their  times  and  localities,  their  history  and  con- 
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nection,  and  their  labors  and  callings.  We  have 
been  enabled  in  imagination  to  live  over  again  their 
lives  and  experience  back  even  to  remote  generations. 
We  trust  this  work  will  give  our  relatives  a  more 
vivid  conception  of  our  brave  and  virtuous  ancestors, 
of  their  primitive  times  and  conditions,  of  their 
humble  manner  of  life,  and  of  their  hardy  and  in- 
telligent character;  for  whom  ^ve  should  ever  cherish 
a  just  pride,  a  warm  love  and  deep  reverence.  And 
we  hope  that  our  relatives  will  be  stimulated  to  ex- 
tend their  correspondence  and  acquaintance  with 
their  cousins,  all  of  whom  are  worthy  of  intelligent 
interest  and  regard,  and  thus  become  more  familiar 
with  each  other's  lives,  struggles  and  hopes. 

As  appropriate  to  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
work  we  have  introduced  a  brief  treatise  on  the 
general  subject  of  Genealogy,  giving  its  definition 
and  stating  the  theoretical  character  of  the  subject 
and  the  sources  and  results  of  investigation.  We  be- 
lieve this  will  add  to  the  value  of  the  work  and 
prove  instructive  and  interesting  to  our  many  friends 
and  relatives.  The  main  body  of  the  book  we  have 
treated  in  chapters,  sections,  and  paragraphs,  thus 
keeping  each  division  and  sub-division  separate  and 
distinct.  As  far  as  possible  we  have  carried  the  gen- 
erations of  the  several  lines  down  to  the  present  time, 
even  to  the  babes.  In  a  few  cases  we  have  added 
probable  dates  to  help  out  the  imperfect  record;  we 
have  added  the  female  and  collateral  lines  as  the 
only  method  of   making  the  family   history  complete. 
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In  a  concise  way  we  have  endeavored  to  make  the 
whole  work  accurate,  reliable  and  exhaustive. — The 
friends  will  observe  the  patriotic  record  of  our  ances- 
tors and  relatives.  Not  a  war  has  been  waged  in 
defense  of  our  country,  but  they  have  borne  an 
honorable  part.  Our  great  grandfather  was  an  officer 
in  the  Revolution,  his  sons  and  grandsons  were  in 
the  war  of  1812,  and  many  of  the  later  generation 
served  in  the  civil  war,  and  some  laid  down  their 
lives. 

Besides  foot-notes  of  persons  with  whom  our  rela- 
tives intermarried,  we  have  added  notes  in  the 
appendix,  descriptive  of  places  where  our  ancestors 
resided  and  with  whose  scenes  their  lives  were  asso- 
ciated. These  descriptions  in  the  absence  of  full 
information  are  often  imperfect,  mere  skeletons  of 
scenes  partially  clothed  and  adorned. 

In  the  course  of  our  inquiries  we  have  fallen   upon 

some  allied  lines  of   Tanners,  a  few   related   families, 

whose  lineage   we    have   recorded    in    brief   outline   in 

the  appendix.     And  we  have  corresponded  with  some 

of  the   name   of   whose   affiliation   we    know   nothing. 

Indeed,  the  Tanner  family  is  becoming   numerous   in 

all   parts   of   the    country,  and  we  are  happy  to  learn 

that  others  are   engaged    in    tracing   their   genealogy. 

And    now,   whatever    the   imperfections    of   this   little 

work,  it  is  the  fruit  of   love    and   some  sacrifice,  and 

we  trust    our   many    friends   will    welcome    it   in   the 

same  kind  spirit  in  which  it  is  presented.

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GENERAL    INTRODUCTION. 

The  subject  of  Genealogy  has  never  been  reduced 
to  a  separate  science,  having  a  well  defined  body  of 
general  truths  or  principles  stated  in  order.  How- 
ever, there  are  some  few  rules  which  govern  its  treat- 
ment, as  those  regarding  evidence  of  relationship  and 
degrees  of  consanguinity. 

Genealogy  is  rather  a  branch  of  history,  holding  an 
intermediate  place  between  biography,  which  treats  of 
persons,  and  history  which  treats  of  the  rise  and  pro- 
gress of  nations.  In  its  broader  sense,  genealogy 
covers  the  source  and  descent  of  large  family  groups, 
even  of  tribes  and  races  of  men;  but  in  its  narrower 
sense  it  is  confined  to  the  history  of  particular  families, 
including  their  origin  succession  and  affinities,  in  an 
ascending  or  descending  line.  It  traces  out  and  records 
the  pedigrees  of  families,  the  names  in  order  of  the  lines 
of  descent,  and  the  relationship  of  the  several  branches, 
including  details  of  life,  appearance,  habits,  callings  and 
character. 

Theoretical  genealogy  relates  to  the  principles  which 
govern  genealogical  investigation  and  works,  and  to  the 
various  and  most  approved  methods  of  preserving  family 
lineage  and  history. 

It  may  trace  a  given  family  in  an  ascending  line  from 
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son  to  father  up  to  remote  ancestors.  In  this  series  the 
ancestors  double  each  generation;  in  the  first  degree  are 
two  ancestors,  in  the  second  are  four,  in  the 
third  are  eight,  in  the  fourth  sixteen,  and  going 
back  to  the  twentieth  degree,  are  many  thousand 
ancestors.  Or,  genealogy  may  trace  a  family  in  a 
descending  line,  from  father  to  son,  down  through 
many  generations  to  the  present;  where  the  numbers  are 
still  greater;  each  generation  increasing  from  three  to 
five  fold.  And  this  is  the  direction  in  which  the  labors 
of  the  genealogists  are  now  usually  turned;  but  where 
the  generations  of  descendants  are  many,  the  field  is 
immense  and  the  work  of  tracing  them  arduous. 

Again,  genealogy  may  trace  a  family  in  a  direct  line, 
as  grandfather,  father,  son  and  grandson,  or  through 
collateral  lines  including  its  several  branches  and  off- 
shoots, as  uncles,  aunts  and  cousins.  These  collaterals 
on  the  father's  side  are  called  agnates,  and  on  the 
mother's  side  cognates.  Ordinary  genealogy  includes 
both  the  main  and  divergent  lines,  arranged  sometimes 
in  a  family  tree,  or  in  the  form  of  a  table,  but  more 
commonly  takes  the  narrative  form,  embodying  both 
the  pedigree  and  the  family  history,  births,  marriages, 
deaths,  settlement  and  occupation. 

The  methods  of  making  records  and  preserving  family 
lineage  and  history  have  been  various.  The  pedigree 
and  history  of  the  privileged  classes,,  to  whom  all  ancient 
genealogies  referred,  were  preserved  in  old  chronicles 
and  legends,  in  state  records,  upon  family  seals  and  rings, 
tablets   and   tombstones,  monuments  and  mausoleums, 
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some  of  which  have  been  preserved  to  the  present  time. 
For  many  centuries  the  nobility  and  gentry  took  great 
pains  to  preserve  the  records  of  their  descendants,  because 
intimately  connected  with  land  tenures.  But  no  family 
records  of  the  ancient  peasantry  were  kept;  the  want  of 
surnames,  of  interest  and  intelligence,  made  it  imprac- 
ticable. In  later  periods  and  especially  among  christian 
nations,  as  family  names  were  adopted  and  their  lineage 
became  more  intelligible  and  as  family  pride  and 
interest  increased,  the  record  of  family  history  became 
more  common.  They  are  found  in  old  letters  and 
obituary  notices,  in  church  registers,  upon  family  tomb- 
stones, and  most  frequently  of  all  in  the  old  family  Bible. 
In  more  recent  times,  the  state  has  made  provision  for 
the  registration  of  all  births,  marriages  and  deaths. 

What  is  the  best  method  of  family  registration,  and 
so  of  preserving  the  lineage  for  successive  generations, 
has  never  been  a  subject  of  extensive  inquiry  and 
remains  undecided.  A  beautiful  and  enduring  method 
would  be  family  engravings  upon  metal  plates  and 
tablets.  A  cheaper  but  desirable  and  useful  method 
would  be  inscriptions  upon  parchment,  preserved  in 
frames  or  rolls.  Perhaps,  however,  the  most  feasible 
plan,  one  both  inexpensive  and  convenient  is  the  old 
fashioned  record  in  the  family  Bible,  which  is  as  care- 
fully and  sacredly  preserved  as  any,  and  has  many 
pleasant  and  hallowed  associations.  And  certainly 
family  pride,  affection  and  interest  dictate  some  form 
of  record  both  permanent  and  beautiful,  one  pleasant 
to  revive  the  memory  of  departed  friends,  and  j^otent 
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to  save  trouble  and  secure  vested  rights.  And  modern 
genealogy  insists  for  evidence  upon  reliable  record  or 
personal  knowledge,  and  rejects  hearsay  and  tradition. 
And  those  records  are  the  best,  all  told,  which  are  the 
most  simple,  intelligible,  economical  and  permanent. 
Perhaps  none  have  more  authority  with  the  genealogist 
than  church  registers  and  state  records. 

Practical  genealogy  considers  the  history,  actual  work 
and  results  of  research  into  ancient  and  modern  genea- 
logical records,  and  monuments,  and  the  making  of 
memorials  of  family  pedigrees  and  lineage. 

Perhaps  the  most  ancient  genealogies  are  those  of  the 
Hebrews,  portions  of  their  earlier  and  even  later  history 
being  little  more  than  lineal  records  of  families,  some 
of  which  are  found  in  both  the  ascending  and  descend- 
ing scale.  And  a  special  class  was  appointed  to  draw 
up  and  preserve  genealogical  tables  of  the  origin  and 
succession  of  families,  the  most  complete  and  accurate 
of  those  of  the  ancient  nations.  They  thus  preserved 
the  genesis  and  lineage  of  their  tribal,  priestly  and  royal 
families,  and  the  pedigree  of  the  promised  Messiah; 
objects  with  them  of  the  greatest  moment  in  different 
periods  of  their  history. 

Outside  of  this  people,  the  earliest  traces  of  genealogy 
are  found  in  the  ancestral  catalogues  of  the  old-world 
heroes.  And  the  earliest  Greek  histories  as  well  as 
those  of  the  ancient  oriental  nations,  were  mainly 
genealogies,  pedigrees,  of  their  gods,  heroes,  priests  and 
princes.  Also  the  early  Roman  and  English  histories, 
aside  from   their  war  records,  were  largely  made  up  of 
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chronicles  and  legends  of  prominent  persons  and  events,, 
of  the  names  and  lineage  of  princes  and  nobles,  states- 
men and  Warriors,  while  the  pedigree  of  the  peasant 
class  was  considered  of  no  concern,  indeed,  was  not 
practicable. 

Coming  down  to  more  modern  times,  the  earliest 
genealogies  of  our  English  ancestors  are  found  about  the 
year  1500,  but  were  still  confined  to  the  higher  classes, 
to  the  privileged  families.  And  in  the  17th  century 
there  were  many  genealogical  books,  as  chronicles  and 
legendary  works,  registers  and  necrologies,  calendars  and 
crusade  rolls,  which  contained  pedigrees  or  materials  for 
them,  but  many  of  them  are  unreliable,  made  up  from 
fictitious  sources,  of  invented  lines  of  ascent  to  some 
ancient  and  noted  family. 

Now  prior  to  the  11th  century  family  names  were 
not  found,  and  for  two  centuries  later  were  confined  to 
the  upper  classes,  to  princes  and  nobles;  christian  names 
alone  being  still  common.  But  only  as  surnames 
become  attached  to  families,  can  their  pedigrees  and 
lineage  be  easily  recorded  and  traced.  But  as  in  later 
periods  the  middle  classes  rose  in  intelligence  and 
influence,  as  family  names  came  to  be  more  generally 
adopted  and  family  pride  and  interest  increased,  so 
family  and  parish  registers  of  births,  marriages  and 
deaths  became  more  practicable  and  common. 

Now  from  both  these  higher  and  lower  classes  of  old 
England  came  our  New  England  forefathers,  a  mixture 
of  aristocracy  and  democracy,  but  all  lovers  of  civil  and 
religious  liberty.     The  former  class  composed  the  gentry 
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and  clergy,  men  of  noble  and  gentle  blood,  who  held 
most  of  the  offices  of  church  and  state.  And  their 
position,  prominence  and  influence  long  remained,  were 
freely  allowed,  and  were  perhaps  beneficial,  but  gradually 
disappeared  after  the  ^Revolution.  Now  with  this  upper 
class,  pride  of  ancestry,  claims  to  hereditary  possessions, 
titles  and  honors,  made  the  preservation  of  family 
pedigrees  and  lineage  important.  And  they  brought 
with  them  evidences  of  their  lineage,  armorial  seals, 
engraved  rings,  wills,  deeds,  and  lists  of  names,  which 
being  preserved,  have  made  the  tracing  of  their  family 
lineage  comparatively  easy.  And  the  genealogies  of 
great  numbers  of  their  families  have  been  published  in- 
memorial  volumes. 

On  the  contrary  >  the  middle  and  lower  classes  of 
emigrants  who  constituted  the  large  body  of  freemen, 
artisans  and  yeomen  wTho  sought  homes  in  the  new  world, 
found  themselves  occupied  in  clearing  away  the  forests, 
fighting  the  Indians,  and  building  and  providing  homes 
for  their  families.  And  while  men  of  energy,  character 
and  thrift,  and  not  ashamed  of  their  worthy  ancestors, 
nor  despising  their  genealogy,  yet  under  these  pressing 
engagements  of  pioneer  life,  they  often  neglected  to 
make  records  of  their  family  births,  marriages  and 
deaths,  and  those  made  were  often  imperfect,  perishable 
or  became  difficult  of  access.  And  hence  their  descend- 
ants often  find  it  impossible  to  discover  the  origin,  trace 
the  lineage  and  determine  the  genealogy  of  their  ances- 
tors. And  the  difficulty  is  increased  by  the  fact  that 
many  families  bearing  the  same  surname,  have  not  the 
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same  ancestors.  Many  names  have  originated  from 
occupation,  location  or  some  personal  trait,  as  Painter 
Taylor  and  Tanner,  Hill  Dale  and  Waterman,  White, 
Green  and  Orange,  and  have  many  distinct  origins.  It 
is  a  false  notion  that  all  bearing  the  same  name,  have 
the  same  original  parents,  or  that  one  having  the  name 
of  a  noted  family  belongs  to  its  stock.  And  this  fact  of 
distinct  origins  produces  confusion  in  tracing  genealogies. 
And  the  recovery  of  a  family^s  pedigree  thus  becomes 
a  doubtful  problem,  and  success  is  often  the  result  of 
accident  or  good  fortune.  Yet  despite  all  these  difficul- 
ties, the  finding  of  old  wills,  deeds,  chronicles,  family 
Bibles,  town  and  county  records  has  enabled  many  to 
successfully  trace  their  lineage  back  to  remote  ancestors, 
and  to  disclose  the  origin,  succession  and  affinities  of 
their  families.  Besides  multitudes  of  private  pedigrees 
and  records,  many  hundreds  of  genealogies  of  families, 
many  local  histories  with  genealogical  notes,  dictionaries 
and  pamphlets  of  genealogies,  have  been  published,  and 
are  found  in  our  private  and  state  libraries.  Still  great 
multitudes  of  families,  the  large  majority,  and  many 
of  prominence,  have  no  knowledge  of  their  remote 
ancestors,  or  of  their  lineage  and  pedigree;  the  know- 
ledge of  few  persons  indeed  extending  back  further  than 
their  grand  parents. 

But  we  have  reached  a  period  in  our  history,  a  dis- 
tance from  our  pioneer  fathers,  a  changed  and  improved 
condition  when  the  historic  spirit  and  family  pride  and 
affection  should  awaken  an  active  desire  to  know  their 
names,  residence,  affiliations   and  history,  and  to  hand 
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the  record  down  to  our  descendants.  Our  blood  relation 
to  them  and  constitutional  inheritance,  so  potent  a 
factor  in  moulding  our  lives  should  create  a  lively 
interest  in  their  persons  and  exj)eriences,  their  charac- 
ter and  conduct,  and  their  habits  and  manners.  And 
the  more  complete  our  knowledge  of  them,  the  better 
we  may  understand  ourselves.  Such  knowledge  broad- 
ens our  sympathies  with  the  .  past  generations,  and 
exerts  an  ennobling  influence.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
increasing  numbers  will  engage  in  the  laudable  work  of 
securing  a  knowledge  of  their  ancestors. 


GENEALOGICAL   HISTORY  OF  THE 
TANNER    FAMILY. 

Special    Introduction. 

Several  traditions  prevail  respecting  the  origin  of  our 
branch  of  the  American  Tanners.  The  common  one 
is  that  three  brothers  early  came  over  from  England 
and  settled  in  New  England,  from  one  of  whom  our  line 
has  sprung.  A  more  definite  tradition  says,  that  of 
three  brothers  in  England,  the  oldest  inheriting  the 
property  remained  at  home,  while  his  two  younger 
brothers,  Thomas  and  William,  sought  their  fortunes 
in  the  new  world,  one  settling  in  Massachusetts  and  the 
other  in  Rhode  Island.  And  early  records  of  Tanners 
are  found  in  both  of  these  colonies. 

But  we  suppose  that  the  ancestors  of  our  line, 
originally  of  West  England  or  Wales,  emigrated  to 
Rhode  Island  about  1640-50,  soon  after  the  first  settle- 
ment of  the  colony,  being  dissenters  from  the  strictness 
of  the  Puritans  and  sympathizing  with  the  liberal 
principles  of  Roger  Williams  and  his  companions. 
These  English  Tanners  or  their  near  descendents  settled 
in  Westerly,  East  and  West  Greenwich,  Providence  and 
Newport,  Rhode  Island.  About  a  century  later  they 
began  to  migrate  into  the  "up  country/"  Connecticut 
and  New  York,  where  several  names  and  lines  of  them 
are  known. 
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He  is  the  first  known  ancestor  and  founder  of  the 
family;  was    born   in    Ehode    Island    about    1705-10. 

Married  Martha between  1728-30;  and  moved 

to  Cornwall^  Conn.;  in  1740;  bringing  considerable  stock 
and  personal  property;  and  becoming  one  of  the  first 
settlers  and  farmers  of  the  town.  He  is  believed  to 
have  had  four  children,  two  sons  and  two  daughters, 
but  little;  however,  is  known  of  his  life.  After  enduring 
the  hardships  of  the  wilderness  and  of  a  pioneer  life;  he 
died  in  his  prime  in  1750;  and  about  45  years  old.  He 
left  a  young  family  and  a  widow,  who  in  May;  1751;  was 
appointed  administrator  of  his  estate  to  settle  an  indebt- 
edness.    His  children  were  as  follows: 

Section  First.  William,*  born  about  1729;  in 
Ehode  Island.  Married  Hannah  Newcomb  of  Kent, 
March  23;  1749.  Settled  in  Cornwall  and  had  six 
children;  Consider,  Tryal,  Ephraim,  Ebenezei';  William 
and  Joseph. 

Of  his  life  or  death  little  is  known.  See  appendix  for 
outline  history  of  his  descendants. 

Section  Second.  Mehetabel  was  born  about  1733 
in  Rhode  Island;  and  July  15,  1749;  had  a  child  "Sub-

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mit,"  both  mother  and  child  dying  three  clays  later,  and 
were  buried  in  the  same  grave. 

Section  Third.  Hannah,  bom  about  1735,  mar- 
ried Moses  Dean  of  Cornwall,  April  29,  1757,  where 
she  settled  and  had  two  children.  I  have  been  able 
to  learn  nothing  more  of  her  or  the  family. 

Her  children  were:  Ezra,  born  Jan.  3,  1758,  and 
Benjamin,  born  Nov.  29,  1760.  * 
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Thomas — the  fourth  child  of  Thomas  and  Martha 
Tanner  and  immediate  founder  of  our  line^ — was  born  in 
Cornwall  on  June  30,  1743,  and  when  18  he  enlisted  in 
the  French  and  Indian  war  and  served  two  years.  He 
married  Anna  Baldwin*  October  30,  1765,  settled  in 
his  native  town,  followed  the  carpenter's  trade,  and 
raised  a  family  of  seven  children,  four  sons  and  three 
daughters. 

In  October,  1773,  a  war  with  England  pending,  he 
was  made  ensign  of  a  •  f  trainband "  of  his  townsmen. 
In  May,  1776,  he  was  appointed  second  lieutenant  of 
Capt.  Smith's  company,  Col.  Bradley's  battalion  and 
Gen.  Wadworth's  brigade.  He  was  in  the  battle  of 
Long  Island,  August  27,  in  the  retreat  to  New  York, 
Harlem,  Washington  Heights  and  into  Fort  Washington; 
where,  with  more  than  2,000  Connecticut  and  Maryland 
troops,  he  was  taken  prisoner  November  16.  Dur- 
ing the  night  he  and  his  comrades-  were  marched 
through  New  York  to  Brooklyn,  where  he  was  held  four

♦Anna  was  probably  daughter  of  Jerjah  and  Mary  (Ingersoll)  Bald- 
win of  Goshen,  Conn.,  born  October  1741,  grand  child  of  Richard  and 
Ann  (Oviatt)  Baldwin  of  Milford,  Conn.,  and  great  grand  child  of  John 
Baldwin  of  same  town  and  a  descendant  of  a  leading  family  of  Buck- 
inghamshire, England. 
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years  a  prisoner,  meanwhile  following  his  carpenter 
trade  for  his  support.  Released  then  on  parole,  he 
returned  to  his  family  in  Cornwall,  to  their  great  joy 
and  relief. 

Soon  after,  in  1781,  he  moved  with  his  family  to 
New  Lebanon,*  New  York,  where  some  of  his  brother 
William's  family  had  doubtless  preceded  him,  and 
where  he  remained  some  twelve  years,  pursuing  his 
trade,  and  where  his  two  youngest  children  were  born. 
In  1793  he  removed  to  Cooperstown,f  where  his  two 
oldest  sons  had  preceded  him.  Here  in  this  young 
thriving  town  he  continued  work  at  his  trade  till  old 
age  coming  on,  he  died  in  1817,  aged  74,  and  was  buried 
in  the  old  Christ  Church  cemetery.  His  wife,  Anna, 
followed  him  some  four  years  later. 

Of  his  moral  and  religious  character,  of  his  personal 
traits,  habits  and  manners  there  is  nothing  known. 
Family  tradition  says  he  was  a  large,  heavy  man,  while 
his  wife  was  a  quite  slim  and  small  woman;  hence  perhaps 
the  medium  size  of  most  of  his  descendants.  His  army 
trunk,  hair  covered  and  iron  bound,  still  exists  in  a 
great  grandson's  family  at  South  Cortland,  N".  Y.

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Ira — -first  son  of  Thomas  Tanner,  was  born  June  12, 
1767,  in  Cornwall  where  he  spent  his  youth  amid  the 
rude  pioneer  scenes  and  conditions  of  a  new  country, 
and  under  the  trials  and  excitement  of  the  American 
Revolution.  In  1781  he  moved  with  his  parents  to 
New  Lebanon  and  thence,  in  1789,  when  22,  to 
Cooperstown.  Early  in  1 790,  at  Pierstown,  he  married 
Julia  Fitch*  of  Plainfield,  and  after  a  year  or 
two,  settled  on  a  farm  on  "Tanner  Hill"  in  Otsego  and 
had  eleven  children,  four  sons  and  seven  daughters.  His 
wife  dying  in  1809,  he  married  again  in  1810,  Ehoda 
Hubbard  of  Pierstown,  f  by  whom  he  had  two  sons. 

In  the  early  summer  of  1844,  himself  and  wife  visited 
their  daughter  Mrs.  Phebe  Stewart  in  Herman,  St.  Law- 

*  Julia  was  daughter  of  Elias  Fitch,  native  of  Lebanon,  Connecticut, 
and  of  English  origin,  who  settled  on  land  in  Plainfield  about  1790,  and 
who  died  between  1820-25,  age  75.  She  was  the  oldest  of  six  brothers  and 
sisters,  Augustia,  Elias  P.,  Charles,  George,  and  C.  Augustus;  was  born 
between  1768-70  and  died  in  1809,  age  40. 

•t-Pierstown,  some  three  miles  north-west  of  Cooperstown  was  simply 
an  early  settlement  of  emigrants  from  Connecticut  and  Massachusetts, 
prominent  among  whom  was  the  Piers  family,  consisting  of  six 
brothers  who  took  up  large  tracts  of  land.  During  the  first  decade,  the 
settlers  were  as  numerous  as  those  of  the  village;  saw  and  grist  mills, 
taverns,  stores,  shops  and  dwellings  were  erected,  and  a  flourishing 
business  carried  on.  But,  save  farming,  all  those  early  interests  have 
long  since  disappeared. 
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rence  County,  New  York,  where  both  sickened  and  died 
of  malarial  fever,  the  former  June  13,  age  79  the  latter 
June  11,  age  64,  and  were  buried  in  East  Dekalb  in  the 
same  grave. 

Ira  Tanner  was  a  man  of  medium  height,  fair  com- 
plexion, blue  eyes  and  dark  hair.  He  was  a  farmer  in 
moderate  circumstances,  and  for  forty  years  "town  con- 
stable;" a  man  of  active  temperament,  of  warm  social 
habits,  and  of  some  local  prominence,  but  not  of 
decided  moral  and  religious  character. 

Section  First.  Phebe — oldest  child  of  Ira  Tanner, 
was  born  in  January,  1791,  in  Cooperstown,  but  spent 
her  youth  on  the  farm,  and  received  a  common  school 
education.  She  married  Philomon  Stewart,*  carpenter, 
May  21,  1809,  and  the  same  year  moved  to  DeKalb,f  St. 
Lawrence  county,  where  for  sixteen  years  Mr.  Stewart 
followed  his  trade.  In  1825  they  settled  on  a  farm  in 
Herman,  where  they  raised  their  six  children,  passed 
the  balance  of  their  days  in  useful  industry,  and  died 
both  the  same  year,  Philemon  in  June,  1871,  aged  83* 
and  Phebe  in  July  13,  aged  80. 

They  were  both  of  social  habits,  afforded  their  friends 
a  generous  hospitality,  were  professing  and  practical 
Christians,  and  their  memory  will  long  remain  blessed.

He  had  by  his  wife  twelve 
children,  and  after  spending  an  industrious  though 
impecunious  life,  was  shot  by  an  insane  son  February 
14,  1879,  aged  68.  He  was  a  great  fox  hunter  and 
story  teller.

Having 
raised  her  family,  she  died  in  1877,  age  83. 

She  was  a  woman  of  decided  character,  of  christian 
principles,  a  faithful  wife  and  good  mother.

Section  Fourth.  Fitch — fourth  child  and  oldest 
son  of  Ira  Tanner—was  born  April  ^4,  1796,  in  Otsego, 
received  a  limited  education,  was  raised  a  farmer,  and 
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lived  several  years  with  his  uncle,  Elias  P.  Fitch  of 
PlainfielcL  In  1814  he  was  drafted  into  the  army  of 
the  "  war  of  1812,"  and  served  six  months  at  Sackett's 
Harbor.  Between  1817-20,  he  moved  to  DeKalb,  mar- 
ried Lora  Dewey  of  the  same  town  March  11,  1824,  and 
settled  on  a  farm.  He  was  unfortunate  in  business  and 
April  15,  1827,  buried  his  wife;  she  leaving  one  child, 
Elias,  who  died  in  1830,  age  5.  He  married  again, 
Divine  G.  Eager*  of  Gouverneur,  September  15,  1829, 
and  settled  again  in  his  adopted  town.  In  1834,  he 
moved  to  Gouverneur  and  worked  a  farm  eleven  years, 
when  being  unfortunate  and  health  failing, he  returned  to 
DeKalb.

He  left  his  children  no  worldly  goods,  but  bequeathed 
to  them  a  good  name  and  a  pleasant  memory.  His 
children  were:

She  was  of  quiet  and  sedate  habits,  but  of  great  energy 
and  industry,  a  faithful  wife,  a  good  mother  and  an 
earnest  consistent  Christian,  in  communion  with  the 
Methodist  church.

Section  Eleventh.  Peabody  —  eleventh  child  of 
Ira  Tanner — was  born  September  26,  1808,  in  Otsego. 
From  the  age  of  17-21,  he  lived  in  Plainfield  with  his 
uncle,  Elias  P.  Fitch,  married  Roxanna  Farrar  in 
Otsego  December  16,  1830,  where  he  settled  on  a  farm. 
Had  here  five  children,  two  of  them  dying  young.  In 
1851  he  moved  with  his  family  to  Chautauqua  county, 
and  thence,  in  1856,  to  Evans,  Erie  county,  where  he 
settled  again  on  a  farm.  After  twenty-two  years  of 
successful  business,  he  suddenly  died  of  heart  disease 
while  sitting  in  his  chair  November  6,  1878,  aged  70, 
leaving  a  wife  still  living  and  four  children.  He  was 
a  man  of  medium  stature  and  dark  curly  hair,  of 
industrious  and  social  habits,  and  of  Christian  character 
and  profession.

Her  children  are:  1st,  Frank  A.,  born  November  22, 
1858,  married  Sophie  Arner  April  10,  1880,  had  one 
child,  and  mother  and  child  dying  June  2,  1884,  he 
married  again  Belle  Crissey  June  23, 1889;  2d,  Everett 
L.,  born  June  24,  1861,  married  Bertha  Schlender  June 
21, 1883,  and  has  two  children:  Alice  M.,  born  May  23, 
1*86,  and  Grace  E.,  born  September  14,  1890;  3d, 
Murton  0.,  born  March  73  1863,  and  died  unmarried, 
January  31,  1.^82,  aged  19,  from  gunshot  wound  received 
while  hunting;  4th,  Alice  K.,  born  June  11,  1866,  mar- 
ried David  E.  Smith  September  23,  1888,  settled  in 
Angola,  and  has  one  child,  Marabel,  born  July  29, 
1889;  5th,  Mary  M.,  born  January  9,  1870,  married

May  7,  1869,  and  died  May  26,  1887,  aged  18;  2d, 
Charles  E.,  born  November  2,  1873,  and  living  unmar- 
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ried;  3d,  Wilber  A.,  born  September  20,  1875,  and 
living  unmarried;  4th,  Fred  M.,  born  November  21, 
1882,  and  living. 

6th.  Ella  0.,-born  July  4,  1854,  and  died  unmar- 
ried, March  15,  1871,  aged  17. 

The  widow  and  mother,  Koxanna  Tanner,  is  still  very 
well  and  active,  80  years  old,  and  keeping  house  for  her 
son  Alonzo 

Section  Twelfth.  Ira— twelfth  child  of  Ira  Tan- 
ner—was born  in  1811,  on  "the  Hill,"  was  trained  a 
farmer  but  later  for  several  years  followed  the  seas. 
August  26,  1849,  he  married  Mary  Ann  Soule  of  Mary- 
land, N".  Y.,  and  settled  on  the  old  farm.  He  had  four 
children  and  after  a  quiet  and  industrious  life,  passed 
away,  August  2,  1856,  aged  45.  His  widow  is  still  liv- 
ing in  1892. 

His  children  were: 

1st.  Nancy,  born  May  30,  1850,  in  Otsego,  mar- 
ried Dan  L.  Hinds,  October  12,  1870,  settled  in  Clay- 
ville,  had  six  children  and  is  still  living.

2d,  Frank  E.,  born  in  1873,  died  April  4,  1892,  of 
pneumonia,  aged  19;  3d,  Ira  H.,  born  in  1875;  4th, 
Ella  L.,  born  in  1878;  5th,  Fanny  N".,  born  in  1889; 
6th,  Grace,  born  in  April,  1891. 

2d.  Emory,  born  in  October,  1851,  married  Amelia 
Chapin,  October  23,  1872,  settled  near  Fly  Creek,  has 
two  children  and  is  still  living. 

His  children  are:  1st,  Lena,  adopted,  and  2d,  Ella, 
born  in  1878  but  their  history  is  not  known. 
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3d,  Ellen  L.,  born  in  December,  1853,  married  Feb- 
ruary 23,  1878,  John  C.  Williams,  settled  in  Otsego  and 
has  no  children. 

4th.  Ira  H.,  born  in  1856  and  died  February  25, 
1874,  unmarried,  in  his  18th  year. 

Section  Thirteenth.  William — thirteenth  child 
of  Ira  Tanner — was  born  June  18,  1813,  on  "the  Hill/' 
and  never  married.  Spent  his  early  and  middle  life  on  his 
father's  farm,  spent  one  year,  about  1860,  in  Russell, 
then  some  years  on  the  old  homestead  and  his  last  days 
in  Clayville  with  Nancy  Hinds,  his  niece,  where  he  died 
April  14,  1892,  aged  79. 

He  was  a  quiet,  worthy  and  christian  man.  During 
his  last  ten  years  he  read  the  Bible  through  sixty-eight 
times. 
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CHAPTEE  IV. 

THOMAS  TANNER,  3D. 

Thomas — second  son  of  Thomas  Tanner,  Jr., — was 
born  in  Cornwall,  Conn.,  April  7,  1769,  where  he  spent 
his  boyhood  amid  pioneer  and  revolutionary  scenes.  In 
1781  he  moved  with  his  parents  to  N.  Lebanon,  where 
in  1786,  when  only  17  years  old,  he  married  Anna 
Warren,*  and  settled  for  a  few  years.  Here,  soon  after, 
both  made  a  profession  of  religion  and  united  with  the 
•church. 

In  1791  he  moved  with  his  wife  and  child  to  Coopers- 
town,  where  he  followed  carpentry  and  for  four  years 
held  the  office  of  sheriff.  Here  he  raised  a  large  family 
•of  eight  children,  who  were  baptized  by  Eev.  Isaac 
Lewis  of  the  Presbyterian  church,  and  received  a 
•christian  training.  After  a  residence  here  of  eighteen 
years,  in  1809  he  moved  with  his  family  to  DeKalb  and 
settled  on  a  farm  near  Tanner  Creek,  f  and  followed  both 
farming  and  his  trade.  Here  his  family  grew  up  to  man 
and  womanhood,  obtained  their  later  education,  married 

*Anna  Warren's  ancestry  is  not  known,  but  she  was  doubtless  a 
native  of  Massachusetts,  where  the  Warrens  were  prominent,  some  of 
whose  members  early  became  distinguished,  and  later  became  numer- 
•ous. 

+  His  small,  unpaint^d  frame  house  was  still  standing  in  1875,  but  is 
now  torn  down.  This  creek  was  formerly  a  large,  rapid  stream,  passing 
through  much  wild,  rocky  and  picturesque  scenery,  and  affording  power 
•for  a  saw  mill. 
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and  many  of  them  settled  about  him,  and  here,  under 
the  labors  of  Rev.  James  Johnson,  himself  and  wife, 
with  four  or  five  other  families  united  in  forming,  about 
1817,  the  Presbyterian  church  of  East  DeKalb. 

And  now,  in  1827,  after  another  eighteen  years  resi- 
dence in  this  adopted  town,  he  removed  with  his  wife 
and  son  Warren  to  Attica  Center,  Wyoming  county, 
where  his  sons  William  and  Joseph  had  preceded  him, 
and  settled  again  until  1836,  when  he  buried  his  wife. 
The  balance  of  his  days  he  spent  with  his  son  William, 
in  christian  patience  and  waiting,  when,  after  a  short 
illness  he  died  July  10,  1862,  at  the  age  of  93. 

He  had  always  been  well,  retaining  his  faculties  of 
body  and  mind  to  the  last.  He  was  a  man  of  medium 
stature  and  strong  constitution,  of  plain  habits  and 
marked  individuality.  His  life  was  honest  and  upright, 
his  mind  and  conversation  pure  and  pleasant.  He  was 
a  consistent  and  devoted  christian,  a  member  of  the 
Presbyterian  church  of  Attica,  and  was  loved  and  vene- 
rated by  the  whole  community. 

Section  First.  Harry — oldest  child  of  Thomas 
Tanner — was  born  April  17,  1788,  in  N.  Lebanon  and 
when  a  child  moved  with  his  parents,  in  1791,  to 
Cooperstown,  where  he  obtained  a  limited  education. 
Again  in  1809,  when  21  years  old,  he  moved  to  DeKalb, 
served  in  the  war  of  1812  at  Ogdensburg,  and  on  his 
return  married  Olive  Edson  of  the  same  town  in  1815, 
and  settled  in  Hermon;  followed  farming  and  raised  a 
family  of  seven  children.  His  wife  dying  in  1842,  he 
married  a  Mrs.  Palmer  of  Canton,  in  1844,  by  whom  he 
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had  one  son,  and  she  dying  in  1850-1,  he  married  again 
Mrs.  Lent  of  Herman  in  1854,  who  died  west  in  1888. 
He  held  several  town  offices,  as  post-master  and  super- 
visor, drew  a  pension  many  years  and  died  April  15, 
1880,  aged  92,  and  was  buried  in  Hermon.  He  was  a 
large,  heavy  man,  a  good  citizen  and  much  respected  by 
his  neighbors.

Fanny  Sutherland  September  1, 1836,  settled  in  the  same 
town  and  followed  shoemaking,  and  had  three  children-

wife  in  August,  1876,  and  married  again,  Mrs.  Jane  D.. 
Sims,  March  11,  1879,  who  still  survives.  After  spend- 
ing a  useful  and  christian  life,  he  died  June  29,  1883,, 
aged  67. 

His  children  were:  1st,  Henry  F.,  born  October  17r 
1842,  married  Clara  Follet,  settled  in  Wisconsin,  and  is, 
still  living;  2d,  Melissa  A.,  born  August  23,  1846,  and 
died  July  19,  1876;  3d,  Harwood  D.,  born  April  14,, 
1850;  married  Eugenie  Smith  June  10,  1866,  settled 
in  Wisconsin  and  is  still  living. 

2d.  Caroline,  born  in  1820,  married  Wm.  B. 
Rose,  a  miller,  February  16,  1843;  settled  in  Russell 
many  years,  but  in  1883  moved  to  Middlebury,  Vt., 
where  she  is  still  living.  He  had  three  children:  1st,. 
Irwin  H.,  born  May  6,  1844,  married,  had  one' 
child,  and  died  in  March,  1876;  2d,  Laura  M.,  born 
September  17,  1846,  and  died  in  infancy;  3d,  a  daugh- 
ter born  May  7,  1848,  and  died  in  infancy. 
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3d.  Francis,  born  in  1822,  went  to  Buffalo,  mar- 
ried Harriet  Powell,  "a  lovely  lady/'  settled  there, 
followed  railroading,  had  three  or  four  children,  and 
died  about  1864,  aged  42.  His  children's  names  and 
history  are  not  known. 

4th.  Melissa,  born  in  September,  1824,  in  Her- 
mon,  where  she  died,  unmarried,  in  the  autumn  of 
1843,  aged  19. 

5th.  Burnham,  born  in  November,  1827,  in  Her- 
mon,  and  died,  unmarried,  in  June,  1847,  aged  19. 

6th.  Harry,  born  in  November,  1829,  never  mar- 
ried, traveled  many  years  with  the  Barker  family  as 
concert  singer,  and  resides  now  near  Lynn,  Mass. 

7th.  Olive  A.,  born  in  December,  1836,  in  Her- 
mon,  married  Joel  Olmstead  in  June,  1859,  settled  in 
Potsdam  on  a  farm,  had  two  children,  and  buried  her 
husband  in  February,  1892. 

Her  children  are:  1st,  Khoda  C,  born  in  1860, 
married  Arthur  C.  Ames,  and  settled  in  native  town; 
2d,  Laura  M.,  born  about  1862-4,  and  died,  unmar- 
ried, in  June,  1883,  aged  about  20. 

8th.  Palmer,  born  in  December,  1845,  and  died, 
unmarried,  in  June,  1867,  agod  22. 

Section  Second.— William — second  son  of  Thomas 
Tanner — was.  born  in  1791,  in  Cooperstown,  where  he 
obtained  his  early  education  under  Oliver  Cory,  and 
learned  the  tanner's  trade  of  James  Averill,  and  mar- 
ried Olive  Andrews  *  January  12,  1812.     In  the  spring 

*  Olive  was  probably  daughter  of  Wm.   Andrews  of  Cooperstown, 
editor  of  "  Impartial  Observer." 
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•of  the  same  year  he  moved  to  Attica  Center,  Wyoming 
•county,  settled  on  a  farm  and  also  followed  the  tanning 
business.  Having  raised  a  family  of  seven  children 
and  his  wife  dying  October  9,  1830,  he  married  again, 
Vallonia  K.  Garretsel  in  1831,  by  whom  he  had  four 
children.  Having  spent  a  useful  and  industrious  life 
he  died  September  11,  1863,  aged  72.  He  was  a 
respected  citizen,  a  good  christian  man  and  member  of 
the  Presbyterian  church  at  Attica. 

His  children  were: 

1st.  Anna  E.,  born  December  7,  1813,  in  Attica, 
married  Ethan  Bartlett  of  Orangeville,  a  physician,  in 
1831,  where  she  settled  and  had  five  children,  and  died

William,  born  about 
1851-2,  married  Mary  J.  Knight  of  Attica,  settled  in 
White  Water,  Mich.,  was  a  physician  and  had  two 
daughters;  2d.  Florence,  born  about  1855,  followed 
teaching  and  then  married  a  carpenter,  a  good  man, 
since  died,  but  she  is  still  living. 

5th.  Mary  J.,  born  December  18,  1823,  married 
Wilson  Knight  of  Attica,  where  she  settled,  had  three 
children  and  died.  Her  children  were,  Maggie,  Hen- 
rietta and  Ida,  of  whom  nothing  more  is  known. 

6th.  Olive,  born  March  5,  1826,  and  died  unmar- 
ried December  31,  1861,  aged  35. 

7th.  Andrew  J.,  born  September  9,  1826,  married 
Mary  J.  Sherman  of  Alexandria,  Ohio,  in  May,  1859,, 
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settled  in  Berlin,  Wis.,  works  in  an  office^   had  threes 
children  and  is  still  living. 

His  children  were:  1st,  William  A.,  born  March  4, 
1862,  married  Kate  Evans  of  Chicago,  settled  in  Mar^ 
inette,  Wis.;   has  no  children;   and  is  a  merchant;  2d, 
Fred  E.,  born  November  3,  1866,  died  February  28,. 
1885;  3d,  Mary  E:,  born  December  5,  1870,  and  is  a 
teacher  in  Duluth,  Minn. 

William's  children  by  second  wife: 

1st.  Edward  P.,  born  September  20,  1832,  never 
married,  settled  in  New  York  as  a  grocer,  and  died 
December  18,  1881,  aged  49. 

2d.  James  H.,  born  October  15,  1834,  married 
Jerusha  Freeman  of  Bethany,  January  1,  1858,  settled 
in  Batavia,  engaged  in  coal  business,  adopted  one  child,, 
and  died  February  25,  1892,  aged  57. 

3d.  Harriet  D.,  born  January  25,  1837,  married 
Henry  A.  Kindall  in  1856,  settled  for  a  while  in  Cort- 
land, had  no  children,  and  died  October  31,  1870,  aged 
33.     She  was  quite  literary  and  wrote  for  the  magazines.- 

4th.  Helen  M.,  born  November  17,  1839,  married 
Wm.  C.  Smith  in  1867,  settled  in  Attica,  and  is  now 
in  University  Park,  Oregon,  has  two  children,  Frank  and 
Frederic.  Mr.  Smith  is  working  in  the  Oregon  mines,, 
and  Helen  is  teaching  in   the   public   schools. 

Section  Third.  Nancy  —  third  child  of  Thomas- 
Tanner —  was  born  in  1794  in  Cooperstown,  where  she 
received  her  early  education.  In  1809  she  moved  with 
her  parents  to  DeKalb,  where  she  married  Isaac  Burn- 
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ham*  in  1813,  and  settled  in  Hermon.  About  1835 
;she  moved  to  Cleveland,  Ohio,  but  soon  returned.  She 
raised  a  family  of  eleven  children,  and  died  in  August, 
1871,  aged  77.  Nancy  was  a  Christian  woman,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  DeKalb  Presbyterian  church,  a  faithful  wife 
and  a  good  mother. 

Her  children  were  as  follows:. 

Elisha,  born  March  23,  1814,  in  Hermon, 
married  Mary  Phelps  of  Eichville  in  December,  1840,

4th,  Franklin  E.,  born  October  14,  1846,  and  died  in 
1871;  5th,  Edgar  S.,  born  September  22,  1853,  and 
married  Helen  Derby  December  25,  1876,  and  settled  in 
Hermon. 

2d.  Mary,  born  in  February  1816,  married  Joseph 
Potter,  settled  in  Joliet,  111.,  had  two  sons,  and  died 
there  June  12,  1868.

Section  Fourth,  Louisa— fourth  child  of  Thomas 
'Tanner — was  born  about  1798  in  Cooperstown,  moved 
with  her  parents  to  DeKalb,  and  married  King  Follett, 
-a,  Mormon  deacon,  between  1820-25,  had  two  children, 
and  about  1835  moved  to  Ki^tland,  Ohio,  and  joined 
the  Mormon  church*  sharing  its  fortunes;  in  1848 
she  went  to  Utah.  At  a  later  period,  leaving  her  hus- 
band, she  returned  to  Milton,  Iowa,  where  she  was 
residing  in  1889,  and  where  her  son  and  daughter  are 
supposed  to  be  living. 

Section  Fifth.  Jerusha—  fifth  child  of  Thomas 
Tanner — was  born  in  December,  1800,  in  Cooperstown, 
and  in  early  life  moved  with  her  parents  to  DeKalb. 
Here  she  married  Pelatiah  Stacy,*  January  28,  1819, 
and  settled  near  "old  DeKalb"  on  a  farm.  She  raised 
a  large  family  of  twelve  children,  and  having  finished 
her  work,  died  June  30,  1877,  aged  76,  her  husband 
preceding  her  four  years.

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CHAPTER  V. 

ZERA     TANNER. 

Zera  —  third  son  of  Thomas  Tanner  —  was  born  in 
1770  in  Cornwall,  Conn.,  and  hence  a  mere  child  during 
the  Revolution.  After  the  war  he  moved  with  his 
parents  to  New  Lebanon,  Conn.,  and  thence  about 
1790  went  to  Granville.  Here  he  met  Jenette 
McWhorter,*  whom  he  married  in  1792-3.  Near  1795 
he  moved  with  his  family  to  Cooperstown,  where  he 
resided  fourteen  years,  followed  farming,  and  where 
five  of  his  eight  children  were  born.  In  1809  he 
removed  to  Warsaw,  f  Wyoming  county,  and  settled  on  a 
new  farm  on  West  Hill,  two  miles  from  the  village  and 
near  his  father-in-law.  Here  he  resided  and  toiled 
until  his  death  in  November,  1837,  dying  suddenly  of 
heart  disease  while  sitting  at  supper,  aged  67,  his  wife 
dying  the  next  January  at  the  same  age.  Soon  after 
their  arrival  they  both  united  with  the  Presbyterian 
church  on  profession,  near  the  date  of  its  organization, 
and  lived  quiet  and  consistent  Christians  and  good 
citizens  till  their  decease.  His  children  were  as  follows:

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CHAPTER  VI. 

ISAAC     TANNER. 

Isaac — fourth  child  of  Thomas  Tanner— was  born  in 
Cornwall  in  1772,  and  was  a  small  child  during  the 
period  of  the  revolution.  About  1781  he  moved  with 
his  parents  to  New  Lebanon  where  he  obtained  his  early 
education,  and  thence,  in  1793,  to  Cooperstown,  then  a 
small  new  town,  and  the  country  wild  and  woody. 
Here  the  same  year  he  married  Priscilla  Davis,  settled 
down  probably  on  a  farm,  and  raised  three  children. 

In  1809  he  moved  with  his  family  to  DeKalb,  and 
settled  again  on  wild  land  in  a  new  country.  His  first 
wife  dying  in  February,  1832,  a  few  years  later  he  mar- 
ried again,  and  August  26,  1853  his  death  occurred  at 
the  age  of  81.  He  was  of  medium  height  and  corpulent, 
of  active  temperment  and  jovial  disposition.  He  was 
called  "Captain  Tanner,"  serving  perhaps  in  "the  war 
of  1812,"  or  in  the  State  militia. 

His  children  were  as  follows: 

Section  First.  Isaac  —first  child  of  Isaac  Tanner 
Sr., — was  born  in  1794  in  Cooperstown;  where  he 
received  the  rudiments  of  an  education,  and  whence  in 
1809  he  moved  with  his  parents  to  DeKalb.  He 
served  in  "the  war  of  1812,"  being  stationed  at  Ogdens- 
burg.  After  the  war  closed  he  was  engaged  for  several 
years  on  public  works,  on  "the  old  Albany  road,"  and 
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in  building  the  "Arsenal  of  Kussell."  In  1825  lie 
married  Lucretia  Livingston,  and  some  years  later  set- 
tled on  a  small  farm  in  DeKalb,  and  followed  farming 
and  teaming.  He  had  seven  children  when,  in  1846, 
his  wife  died.  He  married  again  Phebe  Jane  Percy 
in  1849,  by  whom  he  had  four  children,  and  died  at 
DeKalb  Junction,  his  last  residence,  in  1880,  aged  86. 

He  was  a  rather  large,  corpulent  man,  of  social  and 
easy-going  habits. 

His  children  were  as  follows: 

1st.  Zera,  born  about  1826,  remained  unmarried, 
followed  a  roving  life,  went  west  and  died  in  Wisconsin, 

2d.  Johk,  born  about  1828,  married  Mary  Marium, 
and  died  without  issue  at  DeKalb  Junction. 

3(1.  Lora,  born  about  1830,  did  housework,  and 
before  the  civil  war  went  with  a  family  to  Charleston, 
S.  C,  where  she  is  supposed  to  have  died  unmarried. 

4th.  William,  born  about  1832,  married  Martha 
Bice,  settled  in  Wisconsin,  has  five  children,  and  is  still 
living. 

5th,  Isaac,  born  in  1834,  married  twice — his  last 
wife  was  a  Miss  Harris — went  to  Minnesota,  is  now  set- 
tled in  Dakota  and  has  three  children. 

6th.     Priscilla,  born  in  1836,  married  Timothy  M. 
Craig  of  Canton  in  1875,  where  she  settled,  had  one 
child,  and  is  now  living,  a  widow,  in  DeKalb  Junction. 

Her  child,  Stanley,  was  born  in  1877. 

7  th.  Ira,  born  in  1838,  enlisted  in  the  civil  war, 
and  was  killed  in  battle  in  1861,  aged  23. 

8th.     Sarah,   born  in   1851,    married   first   Daniel 
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Glasby  of  Edwards,  and  had  two  children.     He  dying, 
she  married  again  H.  Eeed,  had  one  child,  and  is  living. 

9th.  James,  born  in  1853,  married  Carrie  Mulligan 
of  DeKalb  in  1878,  settled  at  the  Junction,  follows 
railroading,  and  has  three  children,  Gertrude,  Bert, 
and  Ernest. 

10th.  Mary,  born  in  1855,  married  George  Bab- 
cock  of  DeKalb,  a  baggage-man,  in  December,  1877, 
and  has  two  children,  Minnie  and  Lester,  and  is  still 
living. 

11th.  Emma,  born  in  1858,  married  first  Arthur 
Brown,  and  he  dying,  married  second  Chauncey  Baker, 
has  three  children,  and  is  still  living. 

Section  Second.  Mary  (Polly) — second  child  of 
Isaac  Tanner,  Sr. — was  born  in  1796-8,  in  Cooperstown, 
moved  with  her  parents  in  1809  to  DeKalb,  married 
Wm,  Cooper*  in  1826,  and  settled  at  Cooper's  Falls,  had 
one  child  and  died  young,  about  1830. 

Mary,  her  child,  was  born  in  January,  1827,  married 
Stephen  Slosson,  merchant  in  DeKalb,  about  1847,  had 
six  children,  and  died  October  15,  1859.  Her  children 
were  Stephen,  Mary  L.,  Charles,  and  Clifton,  who 
are  dead,  and  George  and  Lester,  living  in  ISTew  York. 
City,  the  former  being  the  noted  "  Champion  billiard 
player." 

Section   Third.     Sarah    (Sally) — third  child  of 

*  William  was  son  of  James  Cooper,  native  of  Burlington,  New  Jersey, 
brother  of  Courtland  and  James,  nephew  of  Judge  Wm.  Cooper,  and 
cousin  of  James  Fenimore,  the  American  novelist,  one  of  a  noted  and 
numerous  family.  He  married  a  second  time,  had  one  more  child,  and 
died  October  24,  1858,  about  65  years  old. 
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Isaac  Tanner,  Sr. — was  born  about  1798-1800,  in  Coop- 
erstown,  moved  with  her  parents  to  DeKalb  in  1809, 
married  Courtland  Cooper  in  1826,  and  a  few  years 
later  moved  to  Oswego,  where  she  died,  leaving  two 
children,  Emily  and  James,  both  of  whom  died  young. 
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CHAPTEK  VII. 

ANNA    TANNER    AVILLIAMS. 

Anna — fifth  child  of  Thomas  Tanner — was  born  in 
1776,  at  Cornwall,  and  when  a  small  child  moved  with 
her  parents  to  New  Lebanon,  where  she  received  her 
early  education,  and  thence,  in  1793,  to  Cooperstown. 
Here  she  married  David  Hatch,*  physician,  in  1795^ 
and  settled  in  the  same  town.  By  him  she  had  two 
children,  when,  about  1798,  he  left  her  for  causes  not 
well  known. 

About  1800,  Anna  married  again  John  Williams  of 
Cooperstown,  where  she  settled  a  few  years;  then  in 
1809  they  moved  to  DeKalb,  settled  on  a  new  farm,  and 
raised  a  large  family  of  ten  children,  all  born  in  DeKalb. 
They  early  with  others  united  in  forming  the  First 
Presbyterian  church  of  East  DeKalb. 

About  1840  she  buried  her  second  husband,  John 
Williams,!  and  spent  the  balance  of  her  days  with  her 
sons.  Having  spent  a  pioneer  life  of  hard  work,  she 
died  September  25,  185G5  aged  80. 

*  Mr.  Hatch,  probably  a  native  of  Connecticut,  went  to  New  Orleans, 
married  again,  became  wealthy,  and  died  there. 

+  John  was  probably  son  of  Rensselaer  Williams,  native  of  Connecti- 
cut, who,  with  his  brother  Richard,  settled  in  Cooperstown  between 
1792-7,  and  established  themselves  as  merchants. 

The  Williams  family  were  numerous  and  prominent  in  early  New 
England  history,  and  several  families  became  pioneer  settlers  of  differ- 
ent towns  in  Otsego  county. 
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She  was  a  woman  of  great  energy  and  endurance,  of 
kind  Christian  spirit,  a  faithful  wTife  and  good  mother. 
Her  children  were  as  follows: 

Section  First.  Polly  Hatch— first  child  of  Anna 
Hatch — was  born  in  Cooperstown  in  March,  1796, 
moved  with  her  mother  in  1809  to  DeKalb,  married  in 
May,  1813,  Nehemiah  Barker  of  Kussell,  a  farmer, 
settled  in  DeKalb,  Hermon,  and  Rossie,  also  in  Essex 
county,  had  ten  children,  and  died  in  Russell  in  1862, 
aged  68;  her  husband  dying  a  year  later.*

1st.  Jane,  born  November  8,  1814,  in  DeKalb, 
married  Amos  Keth  of  Rossie  in  June,  1836,  where  she 
settled  and  had  four  children.  Her  husband  dying  of 
consumption  she  married  again  Richard  Allen  of  Can- 
ton, July  10,  1867,  who  died  five  years  later.  Mrs. 
Allen  is  now  living  in  Lansing,  Michigan. 

Her  children  were:  1st,  William  H.,  born  in  1839  and 
died  in  1860;  2d,  Ruth,  born  in  1841  and  died  in  1852; 
3d,  Silas,  born  in  1843  and  died  young,  all  three  dying  of 
consumption;  4th,  Annette,  born  May  30,  1853,  mar- 
ried March  30,  1878,  H.  T.  M.  Treglawn,  merchant  in 
Lansing,  and  has  three  children. 

2d.  Clarissa,  born  in  February,  1816,  in  DeKalb,, 
married  Orley  Gibbons  in  1834,  settled  in  Russell,  had 
four  children,  and  died  in  1853,  aged  37. 

*  Mr.  N.  Barker  was  born  in  Vermont  in  1791,  moved,  with  his  two- 
brothers,  Chesley  and  Daniel,  to  Russell  at  its  first  settlement,  about 
1813.  Served  as  volunteer  in  "  the  war  of  1812  "  at  Ogdensburgr  followed 
farming,  and  died  in  1863,  aged  72. 
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Her  children  were:  1st,  Hubbard;  2d,  Ashley; 
3d,  Solon;  4th,  Orley;  all  married  and  living. 

3d.  Ann  Eliza,  born  in  January,  181,8,  in  DeKalb, 
married  Benjamin  .Bull  in  18363  settled  in  Lewis,  Essex 
county,  had  four  children,  and  died  in  1874,  aged  56.    , 

Her  children  are:  1st,  Ellen;  2d,  Mary;  3d,  Jes- 
tine;  and  4th,  Charles;  all  married  and  living. 

4th.  Timothy  H.,  born  May  8,  1820,  in  Hermon, 
married  Caroline  Freeman  December  2,  1845,  settled  in 
Lewis,  and  had  two  children.  His  wife  dying,  he  mar- 
ried again  Margaret  Pritchard  July  4,  1854,  moved  to 
South  Grove,  Illinois,  in  1865,  had  two  children,  and 
died  November  20,  1875,  aged  55. 

His  children  were  Henry,  Priscilla,  and  two  others 
deceased. 

5th.  Chesley,  born  in  1822,  in  Hermon,  went  to 
California  between  1855-60,  married  twice,  had  two 
children,  and  became  wealthy. 

6th.  Milly,  born  in  1824  in  Hermon,  married 
Lorenzo  Harris,  farmer,  about  1844,  moved  to  Wiscon- 
sin, has  two  children,  and  is  still  living. 

Her  children  are  Mary  and  Willie. 

7th.  Priscilla,  born  in  1826,  married  Calvin 
Knox  of  Kussell,  in  1852,  where  she  settled,  and  had 
two  children  and  died. 

Her  children  were:  1st,  Helen,  born  in  1853, 
married  Charles  Smith,  and  has  three  children;  2d, 
Jestine,  born  in  1855,  married,  and  dead. 

8th.  Jestine,  born  in  1828  in  Hermon,  married  a 
Mr.  Presby  of  Lewis,  moved  to  Wisconsin  and  had  two 
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children,  and  buried  her  husband.  She  married  again 
Presby  Lowell,  and  is  still  living. 

Her  children  are  Lorenzo  and  Harris,  both  young 
men  grown. 

9th.  William,  born  in  1830,  married  Mary  Free- 
man of  Somerville  in  1856,  settled  in  Eossie,  has  four 
children,  and  is  a  prosperous  farmer. 

His  children  are  Fred,  Charley,  Willie,  and 
Bertie,  all  grown  up,  all  married  but  one,  and  settled 
about  home. 

10th.  Charles,  born  in  1832,  served  in  the  civil 
war  three  years,  was  taken  prisoner,  and  died  in  Ander- 
sonville. 

Section  Second.  Timothy  B. —second  child  of 
Anna  Hatch — was  born  June  19,  1798,  moved  in  1809 
with  his  mother  to  DeKalb,  married  Martha  Fuller 
about  1823,  settled  in  Hermon  on  a  farm,  and  had 
seven  children,  all  born  in  that  town.  His  wife  dying, 
he  married  again  Lydia  Cooley,  and  third  Sally  A. 
Williams.  After  an  industrious,  successful,  and  worthy 
life  he  died  June  17,  1873,  aged  75.

Lucy — seventh  and  youngest  child  of  Thomas  Tanner 
of  Cornwall  —  was  born  January  14,  1791,,  in  New 
Lebanon,  moved  with  her  parents  in  1793,  to  Coopers- 
town,  where  she  received  her  early  training  and  a 
limited  education. 

She  married  Timothy  Waterman  *  of  Pierstown,  in 
1809,  and  settled  in  the  same  place,  on  a  farm,  raised  a 
family  of  four  sons  and  seven  daughters,  and  died  there 
of  erysipelas  in  May,  1855,  aged  64. 

Lucy  was  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  church  of 
Cooperstown,  a  faithful  wife  and  good  mother.

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APPENDIX    B. 

COBNWALL. 

Cornwall,,  situated  near  the  northwest  corner  of  Con- 
necticut in  the  county  of  Litchfield,  is  about  nine  miles 
long  by  six  miles  wide.  It  has  the  Hoosatonic  river 
running  along  its  western  boundary,  and  two  ranges  of 
low  mountains  extending  through  the  town  north  and 
south,  in  which  are  important  mines  of  iron  ore.  The 
whole  country  is  hilly  and  picturesque. 

The  town  was  first  laid  out  in  1738,  by  the  Fairfield 
Company  into  fifty-three  "rights,"  or  homesteads,  of 
nearly  a  square  mile  each,  and  sold  to  early  settlers. 
In  1740  the  first  permanent  settlements  were  made  by 
thirteen  families,  some  of  whose  names  were  Jewet, 
Spaulding,  Allen,  Barret,  Squires,  Griffin,  Eoberts,  and 
Puller,  followed  soon  after  by  several  others,  among 
them  being  Thomas  and  William  Tanner,  from  Rhode 
Island,  with  their  families.  In  1741  the  first  minister, 
Rev.  Solomon  Palmer,  a  graduate  of  Yale  college,  set- 
tled in  the  town. 

These  settlements  are  supposed  to  have  been  made  in 
the  southern  part  where  the  first  village  of  Cornwall  was 
located;  but  soon  after  settlements  were  made  in  the 
north  part,  in  Cornwall  Hollow,  lying  among  the 
mountains.  Among  these  settlers  was  one  William' 
Tanner,   Jr.,   called    "Great  Tanner,"  from  his  large 
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person,  and  to  distinguish  him  from  others  of  the  same 
name,  who  located  on  a  farm  since  owned  by  Eber 
Harrison.  In  the  Hollow  are  at  present  a  church, 
school-house,  saw-mill,  and  a  few  dwellings. 

About  the  same  time  a  settlement  was  made  in  the 
south  part  on  a  high  hill  or  eminence,  by  one  Dudley, 
and  others,  and  called  Dudleytown.  Among  these  set- 
tlers was  William  Tanner,  Sr.,  from  Ehode  Island. 
Here  quite  a  village  sprang  up,  but  there  now  remains 
only  two  houses. 

At  present  there  are  several  other  small  centers  as 
East  and  West  Cornwall. 

Like  most  inland  towns  in  those  primitive  times,  the 
growth  of  Cornwall  was  moderate.  The  work  of  clear- 
ing the  lands  of  their  heavy  timber,  of  making  roads,  of 
building  up  homes,  of  paying  taxes,  and  securing  a 
scanty  living  was  arduous  and  difficult.  The  markets 
were  poor  and  distant,  and  the  accumulation  of  wealth 
and  comforts  slow  and  limited. 

We  find  the  record  of  few  incidents  of  those  early 
days,  but  here  are  one  or  two: 

About  1755  William  Tanner  built  a  bridge  over  the 
Hoosatonic  between  Cornwall  and  Sharon,  near  Abram 
Jackson's  farm,  on  private  subsciTption,  but  which 
failed  to  pay.  In  1757  he  petitioned  the  general  court 
for  relief,  which  was  granted  by  allowing  him  to  levy 
toll  on  the  travel  of  the  bridge.  In  1761  this  William 
Tanner  and  Benoni  Peck  memorialized  the  court  to  set 
up  a  lottery  for  the  purpose  of  raising  £300  with  which 
to  clear  the  river  of  obstructions,  and  the  court  appoint- 
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ed  five  managers  to  sell  tickets  and  raise  the  money,  but 
the  scheme,  through  mismanagement  failed  to  accom- 
plish its  object. 

During  this  early  period,  too,  the  French  and  Indian 
war  broke  out,  and  those  who  were  able  to  bear  arms, 
were  called  into  service,  either  to  defend  their  own 
homes,  or  more  distant  points.  Among  them  was. 
Thomas  Tanner,  who  enlisted  at  eighteen  and  served 
two  years.  And  a  few  years  after  the  close  of  this  war 
difficulties  arose  with  England  about  taxation,  which 
soon  developed  into  all  the  fears  and  excitements  of  a 
prospective  war  with  "  the  mother  country,"  and  cul- 
minated a  few  years  later  in  open  hostilities. 

In  anticipation  of  this  war  the  town  of  Cornwall  in 
1773  enlisted  a  "  train  band"  or  company  for  drill  and 
any  sudden  emergencies.  Of  this  company  Thomas; 
Tanner  was  appointed  ensign  by  the  general  court,  and 
two  and  a  half  years  later  was  made  second  lieutenant, 
of  Captain  Smith's  company.  Tradition  says  that  one- 
Ebenezer  and  a  Loyal  Tanner  served  in  the  same  war. 

Of  the  succeeding  history  of  Cornwall  for  a  hundred 
years  we  have  no  account,  but  there  are  records  of 
births  and  marriages  of  Tanners  there  down  to  1800:, 
none,  however,  have  lived  in  the  town  for  many  years. 
At' the  beginning  of  this  century  they  began  to  migrate 
east  and  west,  and  their  descendants  are  now  found  all 
over  the  country. 

The  population  of  the  town  in  1880  was  1,583,  and  in 
1890  it  was  1,283,  of  these  the  village  contained  547,, 
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showing  a  decrease  of  population  during  the  last  ten 
years. 

Like  many  eastern  towns,  suffering  from  constant 
emigration  of  its  people  and  business  to  more  western 
regions,  its  progress  has  been  slow,  but  the  place  is 
interesting  for  its  history  and  traditions. 
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APPENDIX    C. 

NEW  LEBANON. 

New  Lebanon  is  situated  in  Columbia  county  on  the 
eastern  border  of  New  York,  among  the  foot  hills  of 
the  Hoosic  mountains, —  a  wild,  hilly,  and  romantic 
country.  It  derives  its  name  from  Lebanon,  Connecti- 
cut, whence  came  the  first  settlers  about  the  close  of  the 
revolution.  Hither  from  Cornwall  in  1781  came 
Thomas  Tanner  and  his  sons  Ira,  Thomas,  Zera,  and 
Isaac;  also  the  sons  of  William  Tanner,  and  several 
related  families,  besides  settlers  from  other  parts  of 
New  England,  and  occupying  the  country  about  the 
present  village  of  New  Lebanon. 

Later,  in  1787,  the  Shakers,  originally  from  England, 
but  more  recently  from  near  Albany,  made  settlements 
at  Mount  Lebanon,  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  town. 
They  established  themselves  in  seven  communities  of 
fifty  to  one  hundred  persons  each.  A  plain,  honest, 
and  industrious  people  they  have  followed  as  their  prin- 
cipal occupation  agriculture,  horticulture,  and  broom 
manufacture-  Though  a  singular  order  of  society,  they 
have  been  very  peaceful  and  prosperous. 

Still  later  the  Thermal  Springs  of  eastern  Lebanon 
became  celebrated,  principally  for  their  heavy  flow  of 
water  at  a  temperature  of  seventy  degrees,  and  for  their 
medicinal  propertie  ,  having,  however,  the  taste  of  pure 
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water.  In  more  recent  years  they  have  become  a 
popular  resort,,  have  drawn  about  them  a  considerable 
population  of  summer  visitors,  and  are  provided  with 
large  hotels,  parks,  drives,  and  other  attractions. 

The  village  of  New  Lebanon,  in  and  around  which 
were  made  the  earliest  settlements,  has  now  a  consider- 
able population  and  business;  a  grist  and  saw-mills,  two 
machine  shops,  glass  and  vinegar  factories,  two  news- 
papers, good  schools,  a  female  seminary,  and  eight 
churches,  with  fine  streets,  business  blocks  and 
residences. 

But  our  interest  in  the  town  is  mainly  confined  to  the 
olden  times,  people,  and  history,  where  for  a  few  years 
resided  our  ancestors  in  their  log  cabins,  subsisting 
on  coarse  and  scant  fare,  dressing  in  home-made  linen 
and  woolen,  having  few  privileges  of  education  and 
culture,  enduring  many  deprivations  and  hardships,  but 
living  in  joyful  hope  of  better  times  and  richer 
blessings. 

AVhile  a  few  more  remote  relatives  have  continued  to 
dwell  in  this  and  surrounding  towns,  all  our  more  direct 
ancestors  have  long  since  removed  and  gone  to  their 
long  home. 

A  more  complete  history  of  the  descendants  of  William 
Tanner  living  in  Columbia  and  Duchess  counties  is 
greatly  to  be  desired. 
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APPENDIX    D. 

COOPERSTOWN. 

Cooperstown  is  beautifully  situated  at  the  foot  of 
Otsego  Lake,  "  the  glimmer  glass,"  and  along  the  west 
shore  of  the  outgoing  Susquehanna,  upon  elevated 
ground  sloping  towards  both  the  lake  and  river,  and 
overlooked  by  mountains  on  the  northeast.  The  town 
was  early  laid  out  in  three  long  streets  running  north 
and  south,  and  in  six  shorter  streets  running  east  and 
west,  but  has  been  much  extended  since.  The  first 
building  erected  was  a  blockhouse  of  hewn  logs,  fif- 
teen feet  square.  In  1786  the  first  settlements  were 
made  by  William  Cooper,  of  Burlington,  New  Jersey, 
the  proprietor  of  the  town  and  large  landholder;  by  Mrs. 
Johnson,  who  put  up  the  first  frame  house;  by  White, 
Ellison,  Guild,  and  several  others.  In  the  summer  of 
1787,,  more  settlers,  some  from  Connecticut,  came  in, 
who  located  in  the  village  or  took  up  adjacent  land,  and 
put  up  log  tenements.  The  next  year  the  village  was 
platted,  Mr.  Cooper  built  his  "  Manor  House/'  the  "old 
Cooper  mansion,"  and  settlements  became  more  rapid.. 
In  1790  the  village  contained  seven  frame  houses  and 
some  50  people,  with  many  more  settlers  in  the  surround- 
ing country.  The  following  year  there  were  20  houses* 
and  100  inhabitants,  the  growth  of  the  village  being, 
considerable  for  the  time.     This  year  Cooperstown  was. 
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made  the  county  seat,  a  court  house  was  built,  R.  E. 
Smith  established  the  first  store,  James  Averell  set  up 
the  first  tannery,  and  some  one  erected  the  first  tavern, 
"the  Bed  Lion." 

In  1792,  and  onward  several  more  families  came  in, 
among  them  Rensselaer  and  Richard  Williams,  mer- 
chants, Joshua  Dewey,  who  taught  the  first  school,  suc- 
ceeded by  Oliver  Corey,  who  taught  many  years.  Dr. 
Fuller  commenced  a  long  practice  of  medicine,  and 
many  more  emigrated  into  the  outlying  towns.  But  in 
these  primitive  times  the  growth  of  the  town  was  not 
rapid,  and  we  have  no  notes  of  interest  till  1795,  when 
the  first  newspaper  was  set  up,  the  "  Otsego  Herald," 
and  the  "Academy"  was  established  containing  three 
rooms,  in  which  Mr.  Corey  taught  the  school;  and  the 
first  religious  meetings  were  held  by  Rev.  Elisha  Mosely, 
though  the  first  regular  minister  was  Rev.  Isaac  Lewis, 
who  came  in  1800. 

At  this  time  the  village  numbered  about  200  inhabit- 
ants, some  35  families,  and  as  many  dwellings  besides 
public  buildings.  But  surrounding  towns  settled  equally 
early  were  also  springing  up,  as  Pierstown,  Fly  Creek, 
Plainfield,  Richfield,  Unadilla,  Oneonta,  now  the  largest 
city  in  the  county,  and  Cherry  Valley,  the  oldest  town, 
having  been  settled  in  1740. 

From  this  time  onward  for  10  or  15  years,  the  growth 
of  Cooperstown  was  gradual  but  steady,  depending  upon 
the  trade  of  the  country,  upon  local  demand  for  manu- 
factures, and  upon  county  business.  The  growth  was 
necessarily    slow,    for    the    country   was    mostly    cov-

<ered  with  heavy  forests,  the  people  were  poor,  many 
lived  in  log  cabins,  and  trade  was  very  limited. 

In  1812  there  were  in  Cooperstown  183  houses,  686 
inhabitants,  and  in  1820  about  1000  residents  beside  the 
outlying  population.  The  town  has  been  growing 
slowly  ever  since  that  period  and  at  present  is  one  of 
the  most  beautiful  county  seats  and  pleasant  summer 
resorts  in  the  state,  having  a  population  of  about  3,000. 

This  village  and  the  country  about,  early  became  the 
residence  of  many  of  our  ancestors.  Here  Ira  and 
Thomas  Tanner  settled  about  1?90,  and  two  or  three 
years  later  came  their  parents  and  with  them  their  four 
brothers  and  sisters,  Zera,  Isaac,  Anna  and  Lucy,  who 
made  homes  in  the  village  or  adjacent  country.  With 
them  came  others,  who  later  married  into  the  Tanner 
families — viz.,  Waterman,  Fitch,  Williams,  Dewey, 
Stacy,  Stewart  and  Westcott.  All  these  families 
became  familiar  with  the  scenes  and  persons  described 
above,  and  they  all  experienced  the  deprivations  and 
hardships  of  early  pioneer  life. 
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APPENDIX    E. 

DE  KALB. 

The  township  of  DeKalb,-^-the  name  being  derived 
from  Baron  DeKalb, — is  situated  in  Northern  New 
York  in  St.  Lawrence  county,  about  twenty  miles  from 
Ogdensburg  and  forty  from  Watertown,  and  was  origin- 
ally ten  miles  square,  but  has  since  been  reduced  in  size. 

The  country  is  broken,  hilly,  and  rocky,  having 
many  outcropping  ridges  of  granite  and  limestone,  with 
occasional  veins  of  iron  ore  and  other  minerals.  It  was 
primarily  covered  with  beech,  maple,  some  hemlock, 
pine,  and  other  timber.  The  streams  all  trend  toward 
the  St.  Lawrence  river,  giving  the  land  a  northern 
slope.  The  climate  is  cold,  not  adapted  to  fruit  and 
grains,  though  natural  to  grass  and  grazing. 

This  town,  with  others,  was  originally  purchased  by 
Alexander  Macomb,  who  sold  it  to  Samuel  Ogden, 
native  of  New  Jersey,  who  resold  the  town  in  1803  to 
Judge  William  Cooper.  He,  the  same  year,  accompa- 
nied a  colony  of  thirty-four  persons  from  Cooperstown 
and  Eichfield  across  the  country  to  his  new  purchase. 
After  some  severe  experiences  along  the  way  they 
arrived  in  June  with  their  teams  and  goods  and  began 
a  settlement  on  the  Oswegatchie  just  above  Cooper's 
Palls,  since  known  as  "Old  DeKalb."  Among  the 
party  were  Eich,  Stacy,  Merrill,  Cook,  Brown,  Stone, 
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Eansom,  Utley,  Wright,  McCullam,  Farr,  Bell,  Camp- 
bell, Woodhouse,  Stockwell,  Dimick,  Hewlett,  and 
Sloan.  The  first  two  days  two  log  cabins  were  put  up 
.and  covered  with  bark,  and  the  third  day  a  log  store 
was  erected  to  receive  the  supplies  and  goods  sent  in  by 
the  judge. 

That  season  several  farms  were  surveyed  and  clearings 
begun.  The  next  spring  the  families  of  several  of  the 
above  came  in;  also  James  Cooper  and  his  sons,  Has- 
kins,  Dodge,  Dr.  Seeley,  Barton,  the  Alexanders, 
Pooler,  Burnett,  Holt,  Colonel  Griffin,  Goff,  who  sur- 
veyed and  mapped  the  town,  and  the  family  of  Isaac 
.Stacy,  the  first  supervisor. 

This  same  year  the  first  settlement  was  made  at  Bich- 
ville  by  Soloman  Eich  and  Jonathan  Haskins.  Here 
,soon  quite  a  village  sprang  up,  Soloman  Pratt  keeping 
the  first  hotel  in  1807,  and  Joseph  Kneeland  the  first 
school.  Still  later,  stores  and  mills  were  erected  and 
-churches  organized. 

In  the  autumn  of  1804  a  violent  rain  of  several  days 
flooded  the  valley  of  the  Oswegatchie,  and  caused  the 
death  of  one  person,  much  damage  to  property  and 
inconvenience  to  the  people. 

In  1805  more  settlers  came  in,  among  them  Benedict, 
Preston,  Johnson,  Smith  and  his  six  sons,  Cleghorn, 
and  Soloman  Pratt.  This  year  Judge  Cooper  built  his 
hotel,  sixty  feet  square  and  three  stories  high;  also  a 
grist-mill  at  the  falls.  Marriages  and  births  as  usual 
began  to  take  place. 

In  the  spring  of  1806   the  town  was  organized  and   a

town  meeting  held.  The  next  winter  the  first  school 
was  taught  by  Bela  Wills,  a  Methodist  minister,  who 
held  the  first  religious  meetings  and  formed  the  first 
church  in  town. 

In  the  spring  of  1809,  the  first  settlement  was  made 
at  East  DeKalb  by  several  related  families  from  Coopers- 
town,  who  came  across  the  country  with  their  teams, 
stock,  and  goods.  They  were  Thomas  Tanner,  Isaac 
Tanner,  John  Williams,  and  Joshua  Dewey,  with  their 
families;  also  Philemon  Stewart  and  wife,  one  Adams, 
and  John  Westcott.  These  settled  at  the  "Corners "  or 
on  surrounding  farms. 

Here  soon  a  school  was  opened,  and  in  1817  a  Presby- 
terian church  organized  under  the  labors  of  Eev.  James 
Johnson.  This  church  consisted  of  Thomas  and  Anna 
Tanner,  of  Deacon  Pomeroy  and  wife,  and  Deacon 
Burnett  and  wife,  of  John  and  Anna  Williams,  and 
Isaac  and  Nancy  Burnham,  and  some  others.  Several 
powerful  revivals  of  religion  wrere  enjoyed,  a  house  of 
wrorship  was  erected  out  of  the  native  sandstone  and 
granite,  and  the  church  long  prospered.  But  the  old 
members  dying  or  removing,  and  few  of  the  next  gener- 
ation succeeding  them,  the  church  has  now  become 
extinct,  and  the  house  of  worship  has  crumbled  to 
ruins. 

East  DeKalb  has  never  become  a  permanent  center  of 
business,  surrounding  towns  supplying  the  wants  of  the 
people.  The  old  pioneer  families  and  Tanner  relatives 
have  all  disappeared,  and  a  generation  that  "knew  not 
Joseph  "  has  taken  their  places. 
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The  main  agricultural  interests  have  always  been 
stock  raising,  and  prominently  dairying,  but  these- 
interests  are  not  as  prosperous  as  formerly. 

Owing  to  the  reduced  productiveness  of  the  soil  and 
the  removal  of  the  younger  generation  west,  the  growth 
of  the  town  in  population  and  wealth  has  been  slow. 
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APPENDIX  F. 

WARSAW. 

The  town  of  Warsaw,  situated  near  the  center  of 
Wyoming  county,  was  originally  a  part  of  the  "  Holland 
Purchase/'  which  included  several  counties  of  western 
New  York.  It  lies  forty-two  miles  southwest  of 
Eochester  and  forty-five  miles  southeast  of  Buffalo,  on 
the  old  stage  line  running  to  the  latter  city.  It  is  thir- 
teen miles  southeast  of  Attica. 

Warsaw  is  centrally  divided  north  and  south  by.  the 
Oatka,  its  surface  gently  sloping  from  the  east  and  west 
to  the  central  valley.  The  first  actual  purchase  of  land 
and  settlement  in  the  town  were  made  by  Elihu  Webster 
in  1803,  who  took  up  a  large  track  of  over  3,000  acres, 
some  being  located  in  the  central  valley  and  most  of 
which  he  soon  resold.  While  the  surrounding  lands 
were  early  taken  up  and  settlements  begun,  yet  for  sev- 
eral years  little  progress  was  made  in  settling  and 
building  up  the  village.  The  first  saw  mill  was  built  in 
1804,  and  a  grist  mill  a  year  or  two  later.  About  this 
time  the  first  school  house  was  built  and  school  taught 
by  Samuel  McWhorter.  Also  a  store  erected  and  tavern 
established. 

Very  early  religious  meetings  were  held  and  in  1808 
the  first  Presbyterian  church  was  organized,  but  not  till 
1828  was  the  first  newspaper  issued.     The  growth  of 
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the  town  was  slow  until  1816,  when  several  new  build- 
ings were  erected  and  business  began  to  develop,  on  a 
small  scale,  however.  Under  the  primitive  conditions 
then  existing  this  could  not  be  otherwise,  for  the 
country  being  heavily  timbered  with  beech  and  maple, 
the  work  of  clearing  was  slow  and  expensive.  The 
new  settlers,  being  mostly  poor,  had  a  hard  struggle  to 
pay  for  their  land,  to  meet  their  taxes,  and  to  obtain  a 
coarse  and  scanty  living. 

But  the  opening  of  the  Erie  Canal  in  1825  along  their 
northern  border  brought  relief,  afforded  a  better  market 
for  their  home  produce  and  a  cheaper  portage  for  their 
merchandise. 

The  location  of  the  county  seat  here  in  1840  gave 
another  impetus  to  growth,  building,  and  business,  and 
later,  in  1852,  the  running  of  the  Erie  railroad  through 
the  town  afforded  still  better  markets  and  cheaper 
transport. 

Still  later  extensive  salt  works  were  built,  and  a  sani- 
tarium with  salt  baths  established.  The  country  grew 
in  wealth  and  intelligence,  schools  and  churches  multi- 
plied and  improved,  trade  and  manufactures  increased, 
until  the  village  has  become  wealthy  and  beautiful,  a 
place  of  4,000  inhabitants. 

But  our  interest  is  connected  more  especially  with  the 
early  struggles  and  growth  of  the  town,  with  the  primi- 
tive history  of  its  settlers,  upon  whom  fell  the  heavy 
work  of  clearing  away  the  forests,  building  roads,  and 
laying  the  foundations  of  educational  and  Christian 
institutions,  and  securing  the  comforts  and  blessings  of 
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civilized  life.  For  among  these  pioneers  were  our  own 
relatives  and  the  families  with  whom  they  intermarried. 

They  were  the  elder  Zera  Tanner  and  his  growing 
family,  the  Websters,  McWhorters,  Posters,  Woods, 
Spencers,  and  others  with  their  families.  These  all 
shared  in  the  struggles  with  primitive  surroundings,  in 
the  severe  labor  of  clearing-  up  farms  and  building 
homes,  in  the  hardships  of  poor  markets  and  plain  and 
insufficient  living,  and  in  the  ambitions  and  hopes  of 
improving  their  condition  and  of  seeing  better  times. 

But  some  of  them  died  young,  fell  before  the  destroyer 
in  the  midst  of  their  toils  without  realizing  their  expec- 
tations. Only  their  children  entered  into  the  fruits  of 
their  labors  and  enjoyed  the  blessings  so  dearly  pur- 
chased; but  even  most  of  them  have  gone  hence,  and  a 
generation  has  come  forward  that  knows  neither  the 
fathers  and  their  toils,  nor  the  source  and  cost  of  their 
pleasant  surroundings  and  many  comforts.
